Mr. E. G. Priiir, M. P., who on hear- 
ing tho news of the explosion, telegraphed 
tliat ho was prepared to reiidor any ns- 

sistanee in his power, if needed, on Tues- 
day proceeded to Wellington for the pur- 
pose of making a personal c'Muiiiiial ion ot 
the east level, where the cX]iior,iiin i ic- 
eurrcd. To ti ruiiresenlative of Tin; Coi,- 
ONi.sT Mr. Prior, who arrived from Wel- 
lington by the afternoon train yesterday, 
stated that he bad made a thorough in- 
spection of the whole of the «;i8t level. 
There were ovidenccs of a very heavy e.v- 
plosioii, and tliore was no dilliculty in 
tracing the course tho latter had taken. 
Mr. PriiM' examined the faces of all the 
lo\ els and stalls, and did not discover a 
vestige of gas tuiywhero. if tlie mine 
s in the litibit of giving olf gas, 
it would bu bound to allow now, because all 
bratticing is blown down, all stoppings 
blown out, and big caves liavo occurred. 
No air is passing into tlie mine, ami il 
has been st.iiiditig in this condition for a 
week, yet there is not a bit of gas to be 
found in tho whole place. i\lr. Prior's 
firm opinion is that the in imary cjuise of 
the explosion was a blown-out shot in 
Livnco Robihsbn's place— tho face (jf the 
main east level. Everything goes to 
jirovo tlnit tho explosion started from 
there. All the timbers are blown from 
that point, and thoro is a tliiek coating of 
soot on that side of all the rocks and tim- 
bers. Lance Ilobinson's powder canis- 
ter, which was one capable of holding 
about four pounds, was found within 
twenty-one feet of the blown-out shot, 
1 the shot itself |)oints in a direct line 
for tlm can. The contents of this can had 
evidently exploded. .Some dozen oilier 
cans were found in dilforeiit parts of the 
levels, headings, etc., where the eX|)lo- 
sioti had passed through, the contents of 
which had nyj; exploded. These wore all 
more or loss full of iiowdor. The heat of 
llie exiilosioii must have been very in- 
tense, as the solid coal on the ribs is 
iiiriied ipiite into cinder. 

Mr. Prior is ijuite eonlidoiit that gas 
])layeil no part in the explosion, but that 
the latter was started by a blown-out shot, 
hich discharged the powder can and ig- 
nited the coal dust. The mine is a dry 
mine, but by no nieans a ilusty one, tind 
IS one which, under ordinary cirettmstan- 
ces, lie would consider iiurfeetly safe from 
e.^plesioii by eoid dust. 

PUBLKJ OPINION. 

Tho Victoria Tinun says that "public 
opinion has forced the provinuial govorii- 
iiiont to acknowledgo that tho Quebec lii- 
teriiatioiml Coiifoi eiiee, hold a few months 
since, was after all a wise and statesmen- 
like gathering. " There has been no ox- 
jiressioii of public or even of individual 
opinion in respect to this mivtter in tho 
province so far as wo have aueii.

Tlie Irish (tuculioii. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 1. — The intimation ap- 
parently conveyed by the Pope in his 
speech to the Irish pilgrims, whom ho 
rucoivod to-day, that it would be possible 
ti> Hottlo the Irish question u|)oii lines 
identical with those forming a basis of the 
settlement of the N'atican diU'erences with 
Prussia, has caused a gretil deal of Hup- 
prcsseil oxcitemeiit and excited an ex- 
liaustivo discussion in elrurch circles in 
flomo, and will doubtless o.xoite an in- 
teii.iie feeling of surprise and dismay 
among tho Irish i)riesthood aild people 
when the speech is [irinted to-morrow. It 
is knoivn tluit C.irdin.-il jManning, .\rch- 
bishop Walsh and many other Kiiglisli 
and Irish prelates dcprectite any interfer- 
ence on the part of the Vatican in Irish 
jiolitical matters and will exert lliem- 
selvca to the exhaustion of every possible 
means to prevent his Holinessfrom order- 
ing the Irish ^clergy to cease agitating 
the lioine rule cause ou I lie strength of 
i\Igr. Persico's report. A very largo 
iimjority of the Catholic clergy 
in Irehiiid are natives of the country, al- 
tliougli they are not unanimous in support 
of home rule. Almost without uxcojitioii 
the Irish priests who are opposed to lu^jf'o 
rule have beeri boycotted by their parisli- 
oucrs, and this fact augurs ill for the .suc- 
cess of any cli'ort on the part of the \'ati- 
i.-tii to coinjiel the priesthood to sink 
their patriotism in devotion lo tho 
cliiiich and blind obedience to the coiii- 
iiiaiids of its head. If tho Popo iittuiiiijts 
to withdraw tho qlfiray from tho homo 
rule fight the people will be almost certtiin 
to exert a counter pressure on them, that 
they will not be able to withsttind, though 
such a pressure would hardly bo neces- 
.•^ary in most cases, since disregiu'd of tho 
A'atican's behest woubl be the rule among 
the clergy, rather than the exce|)tioii. 
This io the situation believed by Cardinal 
.Manning and his eoUe.-igues, and they 
have presented it to his holiness, and it 
remaiua : to 1m ''8^^^ or not tho 

wise counsel of tlie Irish'' hierarchy will 
prevail over an evident desire of the Vat- 
ican. 

Werl<iM<'u's Ikepiilalloii. 

Lord Salisbury's reply to tho dejmta- 
timi which called upon him to-day to tiige 
the adoption of Bonn; means of ameliorat- 
ing tho condition of employed and unoiii- 
jiloyed workmen, gives hope of iiiimudiato 
relief for a large number of these sufier- 
eis may be forthcoming. Tho Promior 
received tho deputation in a most cordial 
manner and after listening to a presenta- 
tion of the situation promised a careful 
ait'4'in^odtate consideration of the sub- 
ject by himself and colleagues to the end 
of devising a remedy fm- the prevailini' 
distress.

The trial in the Callau and Harkiiis, al- 
leged Aindrican dynamitera, case began 
to-day in the central criminal court, New- 
gate. Charles Plmlps, second secretary 
of the American legation, sat on the 
bench i|uietly watching the proceedings of 
the triiil. Attoriioy-tJoiieral Sir Richard 
Webster reviewed the history of the case 
and the police repeated their testimony of 
the discovery of dynamite at the lodgings 
of tho prisoners. 

The police express the utmost certainty 
in the conviction of Callau and llarkins, 
and make no concealment of their elation 
at the prospect of their condemnation. 
The evidence thus far is overwhelmingly 
against the prisoners and the diOicuIty is 
to see how they can escape tho full penalty 
of tho law.

Lirj i.i: Rock, Akk., Fob. 1.— Ades- 
jiurato outrage was committed last Hiitur- 
day night in Kimialii nicuntain, just in- 
side the Indian Territory. A wealthy 
mail named Williamson lives near Spring 
station, and' -about midnight his home 
was entered by five masked robbers who 
seized ;iiid bound him. His wife-was tlioii 
made a prisoner and a denii;nd wtis iiiiido 
for .SljtJOO, the proceeds of a cattle sale 
in Kansas City. Failing in their 
otlbrts to get either Williamson or 
his wife to tell where the money was, , 
they . tied Mrs. Williamsorf in aVol^ir and ' 
removed the gags from the raotiths of 
both. They then took Iho husband, and, af- 
ter building a lii-e in the stove, held his 
bare hands on the lieated metal. After ho 
was reiiilered unconscious, Mrs. William- 
son told the outlaws that idl tho inonoy, 
but S500, had been deposited in the Mer- 
chant's bank of Kansas City. She turned 
over a deposit chock and the cash on hand, 
aftor whicli they loft. Williamson's in- 
juries are thought to bo fatal, tis ho is 
nuiirly G5 years old, and the shook to his 
system was very great. Tho settlers and 
raiichora in the neighborhood were soon 
aroused and a strong party are on the 
trail of the flying outlaws, who have taken 
refugo in thu mountains. It is hardly 
likely they will esc-qjo, and if captured 
they certainly will he killed.

She brought some information 
which has caused the owners of some 
overladen coal vessels to become decided- 
ly uneasy about their property and in- 
cidentally for the lives of those (ui botird 
these deeply laden craft. Tho Antonio 
departed from Nanaimo on 23rd hist., thu 
following afturnooii a severe wiiidstorui 
cummeiiecd and the sua was lushed into 
fury and the steamer had one continuous 
struggle against south and south-east 
gales from Cape Flattery to Cape Blanco. 
She labored and strained heavily and the 
decks wore constantly under water from 3 
p. 111. of tho 28th until the 30tli, when the 
vessel W!is between Cape Blanco and Cape 
Mondooino, and tho gale still blowing, 
though with less force. Tho engine room 
was started on its side, life boats were 
damaged, and the Antonio presented 
many signs of experience. It is feared the 
ship America has been lost. Shais 12 
days from Departure Bay and is over- 
loaded. The bark Majestic was also in 
the storm, and other coal vessels on the 
way are overloaded. 



THE S. S. MEXICO ASHORE. 

She Buns on Qogslp Beef, near Plumper's Pass, 
During the Fog. 

Tho steamer Yosemite, which, in spite 
of the dense fog, arrived in tho harbor at 
4;30 yesterday tifternoon, brought the in- 
telligence that tho steamship Mexico, 
dipt. Huntingdon, had goiio ashore at 
10:30 a.m., on Gossip reef, which lies on 
the Gulf side of Plumper's Pass. Pilot 
Ettorshank was in charge at the time. 
When she wont tishoro the fog was very 
thick, and, as bur engines were not work- 
ing she did not strike hard, and is now 
resting easily. It is thought that as she 
went on two hours after high tide that at 
high tide to-day she will float olf. If not, 
the steamer Yosemite, which leaves at. 
5:30 this mornhig for tho purpose, will 
endeavor to pull her of}'. Tlie present 
position of the Mexico is not very far 
distant from that she occupied when she 
went ashore last year. The second officer 
of the steamship boarded the Yosumito at 
Plumper's Pass and gave letters to the 
steamship's agents here, AVolcli, Ritlict & 
Co. "It never rains but it pours," seems 
to be verified, for, with their best steaiii- 
ois in dilliculty, tho P.S.S.Co. are hav- 
ing a great deal of trouble, llowovor, tho 
Umatilla will probably bo released on 
Monday, and it is trusted that tho Mexico 
will escape this time without serious 
injury.

Wilfrid Laurier, is, it seems, to be de- 
posed from the leadership of the Liberal 
party. He has not been a success, we 
are told, and lacks those qualities which 
would some time in the dim aud dusky 
future ensure the Grit party reaching 
power at Ottawa. His usefulness is gone, 
ho lacks "aggressiveness," us a writer in 
the Toronto Mail very aptly .says, "so 
essential in a leader to such a party fis fhe 
Liberals of Canada are." The same writer 
suggests throe names: William Pater- 
son, who paid our city a pleasant visit last 
year, Oliver Mowat and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright as worthy to till the place which 
Mr/ Mackeuzie was compelled reluctantly 
to vacate, and which Mr. Blake "through 
ill health" resigned. Mr. Paterson, he 
thinks, is of too retiring u nature and is 
too deeply engrossed in business to accept 
the nomination, while Mr. Mov.'at preftr.s 
tlietreasury benches of the rich province of 
Ontario to a very cold seat on the iinme 
diato left hand of Mr. Speaker at Ottawa 
To Sir Richard — "the tly on the wliocP 
— all eyes arc turned, aud notwithstand 
ing his many faults, he it is who ia de.s 
tined to be the salvation of th« "pairty 
of purity." The picture of the "knight 
of deficits," with that aristocratic cast of 
countenance which despises all "plebei- 
ans," heading a "Liberal party" does, it 
must be confessed, look a little incon- 
gruous, and we have no doubt his as- 
sumption of the duties of the oflice would 
prove highly satisfantory to the Liberal- 
Conservative party at least. No one can 
gainsay his abilities, but he was never 
born to lend men, and ia exceedingly un- 
popular even with his own jiarty. 
Mr. Laurier, in step[)ing doun and out, 
will pi'obably do so with loud impreca- 
tions upon the heads of the men who 
have so cruelly victimized him, causing 
hini'to be, as they have, a make-shift to 
be insulted and displaced before he has 
even had an opportunity to show of what 
stuff he ia made.

THE LONDON TIMES' CENTENARY. 

The London Tunes has just comploted 
its lOOth year. On .January 1, 17H8, the 
lirst number of tlio 7'o)ie.s was published. 
It was not an entirely now publication. 
Its full titlo on its tirst appearance as the 
Tiitie.t was The Tiini'i or llaiUj Unh-cvsul 
lieijL-itf.y, ami, as tho /Jim7i/ Unirn-Mil lie- 
(jister liad been rcgdlarlj' published for 
throe years previously, the tirst cojiy of 
tho Z'imcn was numbered 010. Various 
foreign journals sent congratulatory tele- 
grams, but for the most jmrt the other 
London daily papers maintained a strict 
silence on an event almost unique in the 
history of journalism. As the Times 
truly remarks, "From day to day during 
■ a whole century the Times has wi'itten its 
own history, and it has become more and 
more na time went on the liistoi'y ol 
the -A\i'i\<3 civilized world. Without pre- 
sumption wo may say w ith Livy, changing 
only a single woi'd to suit our purpose — 
^Rcx est i f iiameii.ii opcris, id nine, mipni 
ceidesimnm annaiii. rajickilur, et ijmi: (di 
txiyuia profeeia inifiw, eo eremrii ut jam 
magniludine labwei sm. " The Times thus 
refers to this notable erent in its hifitory: 
On Now Ifoor's Day, 1788, was pub- 
lished in Printing House Siiuaro, tho 
first number of the rimeji.

But it does not stand aside doubt- 
ing, if it hail been published at .lerus- 
aleiii in tho.Hc il:iy.s it would have hounded 
on the chief priests, and have iiccn severe- 
ly sarcastic iiiioti tho dii bit.atioiis of that 
weak creature I'ontius Pilate wiio IicBtitated 
todealoutcxemplaiy justice to so peslileiit 
and seditiousanagitator. .\ combination of

A HERD OF CATTLE STAMPEDED BY 
THE BIG BIRDS. 



Ilavoiiou» rii'utcH of thu Air Attack u 
Stour — A Itnile in the Agony of Death. 
Victory for the Vultnrea — TindlctiTe 
VillUKurii. 

The little village wliere I was staying in 
Cliili lay at tlic very base of the Andes, 
with ftboutam;ioof pliilu stretching awtiy 
to Ihu occiin. At sunrise on the very 
fti-ijL ino'. iiiii,' I \v)is In the place I wiis 
awaki-iiLd liy ,i ;;rc!it commotion among 
tliu piipiiliiro. Springing from the piilni 
nmttn-ss on wlilcli I. had been sleeping, I 
lookuil out of the low V*vlndow, of my 
apartment. Men, women and' children 
wore ruiiiiliin tlirough the narrow streets 
yelling wlliUy, and men on horseback 
ihiHlied away across tho plain, in whlcli di- 
rection the excited iiioh of villa^yi's was 
tendln'j:.

As I ri' li' U]) to within a dozen rods oC 
till' >::fir ■ led cit I le, one of the herd 
lj:ir.-r .'.i., ::ly from ilie dense volume of 
du: t. l'"oiir immense (H)iidors followed it, 
find, swoopiin; down upon it, tore at its 
llesli with their great chiws and punc- 
tured uiid lacerateil it with their strong 
benlcs. The animal's eyes were blood- 
shot and were wild with terror. Its bel- 
lowlngs were terrible to hear. It lashed 
itH tuil In agony against its torn and 
bleeding sides, and rushed alndcssly in 
all directions, while the huge vultures 
beat against It and slashed and ripped it 
with beak and daws. While I galioi)ed 
ahing iiiul watched this sickening mutiln- 
tiou of this bclplc^is steor the herd dashed 
Oil. and every coiulor that was following 
It seemed lo iiliandon it. ami, whetted by 
tlie scent of t!ie blo..d that llowcd from the 
wounded slcer. joined in its mad pursuit.

'I'lir prcces- 
sion of fulloiviii,: viii.iLTc IS had also ar- 
rived at the spi.it i,:el. biiddled aljout iu 
noisy jxroiips, bniied many .ainsh curses 
Mi t!>e bold llock of condors that was 
luitcheriug one of their beat uuimals be- 
fore lijcir very eye.'^. 

Following the beloaguered steor, and 
circling around It as It dashed here and 
there in its vain attempts to escape from 
the torture to which its cruel pursuers 
were sulijcctlug it, tin- lienlsineii cast 
their lariats again ami a^c:'.in. and after 
several attempt.s each lassoed a rondor. 
f )nco tl>o iwor steer, as If looking to us for 
nssistaneo iu his extremity, rushed in 
among the horsemen nud crowds of spec- 
latorfj. Ke ranlleas of our presence tho 
ilosperatu coadors clung to his bleeding 
hides or dashed along in his wake. The 
(loomed nnininl was Idack with dust, and 
htrenming wltli blood from a hundred 
woixnds. Tlie e.xcitcil crowd'scattercd be- 
fore tlie adviiuco of the stccr, aud the 
h>33O0r3, having strangled to death tho 
(!ondors they liad captured, advanced 
again to cast their lai-iats. 

Tho steer circled around in a stniuhlin.g 
nn 1 unsteady way. He carried his head 
l:! !;i, .md oner st.'i-' ,'.-!vd and fell.

His b.nd cries of agony 
Irid ch.in;.;i'd lo liusl;y laoaiis. ili.s tongue, 
r. I and s'.voUeii, hung at full lc!i;;th from 
lili m.iiilh. As he jjiissed me a liu,i?c con- 
ilor ila-lied forw;;; I. i:ci.-'.ed the steer's 
toiiiiiie in its Ileal-- and wrenched it iii.t by 
t'.eroot-. The ...t.er tbre'.v his head up 
with a hoartrou'iiuir cry, ami then I saw 
I vo l.iUeoiis, siichtlu-s cavities, dripping 
Mood, where bis eyes hail been plucked 
from llicir soi kets. 

The .sjiol where the steer had been 
separated by the comlors from the herd 
w.is not more tiiaii an eiirhtli of a mile 
from the sea shore, , -aid llie animal had 
been dasliin;; niiidly about ou the jilaia, 
clrcllii.t; . lid i.-i-'in:.; here and lin re 

without drawiiiL; any nearer lo the water. 
Suddenly, tonguele.ss and si^^'i'lcss, and 
loitering and rujildly v/eakeniu;,' under 
his myiiud wounds, he wheeled, turned 
his head toward the ocean and, gathering 
hlmsislf . as if ' for a laMbYdeBperute, effort, 
dashed madly away :. In ' that direction. 
Plunging and reeling onward and still 
pursued by every ravenous vulture, the 
dying steer rushed strtilght for the Kurf. 
He reached the margin of the sen aiul 
fell dead with his head in the wa\ os. 
Instantly a score of beaks were tear- 
ing the dead animal's flcsli from ins 
bones. i spurred my horse forward 
and galloped to the spot where the vul- 
tures wt'i'e stripi'i'.ur t!ie carcass. When 
I reached tile lico ntlic ^reai birds rose 
lazily, one after anirJii r, from Ilie feast 
and llo.ated upward in oldiijue circles 
until they were mere spec!;s ai;aiii; t the 
snowy pumiaits of the Amies.

When 1 returned across the plain vindic- 
th'O vilhi."ers ^vere kickiu.g the three 
la.'-'soed coiidnrs about aud stauiiiiiic; them 
into tlie grnniiil, hissing curses between 
their teeth a; i vei y kick. In the dislauco 
the lately disl m bed.. herd was grazing 
quietly, as if no condor had ever threat- 
ened tlxo peace of its domain.

A "CUSTOM" OF DAHOMEY. 



SlokenluK Sights for tlis Eyes of Clvlllted 
Slan — A Serenade. 
Evans Informed me that in a few days 
oue of the "customs," as tho Dahoniiaus 
call them, was to come off iu tlie court 
yard of the palace, und that I coi-.hl wll- 
tifss It If I nho.so. I did choose, hut I 
wished afterward that 1 had not. 'I'hese 
customs, which have e.xisted as long as 
Dahomey has — they claim a thousand 
years — are of various kinds, aud with 
names. The one I was to witness was 
called '•Throwln.L! of the Presents," oth- 
ers, "Watcrim; the Kind's C! raves," "The 
Feast of tlu; Troubadouis," "The Day of 
the King," "The Milking of the Palm," 
etc. 

Tl','j day came o(T. Kvans, with a .shud 
der, declined to attend. He bad seen it 
the year liefore. In llio center of the 
cinirl yard a platform was erected, hung 
with silks, velvets and Hags, including 
that of Dalioniey — a while ground, with a 
llu'iiie in lilark liolilinu aloft a ilopapitated 
hc.'ul- in one hand and a clmiter iu the 
other. On this platform stood tlio king, 
surrounded by his nobles, among whom 1 
had a iironiiiieiit seat, while below strtig- 
flled a mass of .oO.OOU or more [leoiile, kept 
in some order by the womiiu guard. 

The afl'.'iir began by the kiiii,' personally 
throwiiiL; into a slidiiiu; trench various 
packiiL^i's of (,'oods, consi^ain•..; of cottons, 
clot lies anil cloths, knives, muskets, pipes 
and toliacco, all of which wi-re fought 
liefeiiyfor by the cn.uil below. Then 
ranie the ,L;rand point — the shin trliter. 

Tiie viel i ii.s V, el ' i'n.iLM! fonli lashed 
into boat siiaprd b.i.-'a i., in a sil 1 iii.i; po- 
siiion. \\it!i liners ilrawn uj. tuth.e chin, 
mill lined inoi the slii'ie, fr-mi wliirli tlie\ 
Hoiil itowu lo the cri.v.d l.clnw. Then 
I here eame a liorribic .^craiidile. 'i'liousauds 
with Ioiil; and briy,lil Knives threw theiu- 
m K es on I he victiio and in a moment he 
was hacked to pit'ce.s, as well as were 
some of Ills hackers, tho victor being the 
one who cunie off with tho head. This 
was kept up for three hours, tho number 
Idlled amounting lo about 20O, until tlu 
crowd below was reeking and sracirred 
wltli l»lood. A more horrible siglit wiu 
never witnessed, and It did lint lessen flu 
horror willi mo to be (old tliat this is iioi 
a nil ii- 11- i' ss slaughter, as civilized ua 
tions lipie ■■. bill, n day of execution, the 
decajiii.ii; 1 I ei:'.; criminals, traitors ami 
prisoner- III uiir, who have been "olTcu 
.sive jioiit icil parliiians." Ills tho highest 
hnliilay in the year, mid the only oiu' 
where niiirh sl.nmhteriug is done, and 
there is no iloulit, aecordin:; to Mr. 
Kvans, ih.ii Hie king himself wishes to 
alioli.-li lhal part of it, hut he dares not. 

'I'liat niulil, perhaps as a soother to my 
nerves, tiic kiiiii >;ave us a serenade b\ 
his own jii i\ al e liand. 1 was av^■akencu 
about mill iii , 'lit by a noi>e thai 1 can com- 
pare to noihiiii; but a thuiuhrstorni in 
scales. T!uy ran from hiuh to low, and 
got lerrib-*;- ini.ved in tlie middle. Il was 
not re.'illy iiii|ileasaiit , but, like t be chim 
iiigof bills, hhould belu'.'irdat adistaiice — 
the greiiler the distance the better. 1 
si)raii;.C to the winilow, lo linilthat this 
band consisted of twenty-two men, each 
with a log, or piece of wood, the largest 
SI) heavy that it took four men to carry it. 
These were set, one end ou the griiunch 
till' III her supported byawnod trestle, and 
beaieii oil the liit;li end with wood ham- 
mers, of all sizes, from the baud hammer 
to a sled,ge, each St ick or log I'luitling its 
sdiind. but no distliiguisliablo ulr result 
in r.

Burglary as an "ludastry." 
Burglary is not usually classed among 
mcchaoical trades, but it is nevertheless 
an "industry" ' in Its peculiar way, and 
very numerously followed in cities and 
large towns.

The driving of wedges into door 
jambs, by which tho tenon Is forced out 
of the packed groove nud explosives in- 
serted around and into tho rabbet or 
slepiieil flange. 2. The a[)iilication of the 
drill on inalerial reproeiiteil as drill 
proof metal (;-). Ii. The aiiplication of the 
llarris strijipcr, in peeling plates from 
tlieir rivet and inachiuo screw fastenings. 
4. The application of the I'urton pulling 
wrench, by which lock and bolt spindles 
are drawn out of doors, o. The applica- 
tion of the Mason ripjier, a late aud iu- 
t'em'iius imiilenient of burglary, used on 
safes or vaults wit'.i iron surfaces. U. 
'I'lie a|)plicalion of the jiowder pump Iu 
forcing e.Kpliisives aroinid the janib.s of 
..'.ife doors and into cie. ices created by 
wedging and in the ineof jai kscrews. 7. 
The e.\plo>ioii of ilNiioiiiileuii the surface 
'ji the tloor, by which liie bolls and boll 
frame are dislodged by concussion. — Bos' 
ton Budget.
